Strikes by workers 
end employees will be suppressed. tight of work, reereation, 
pension and education for Communist citizens will be established 
immediately, Equality of political, economic and social rights 
for women will be granted. any interference by the church with 
policy or party matters will be suppressed. “ALL political 
opponents of the Communist Party of sustria will be immediately 
detained in concentration camps.

(3) All anti-Communist functioneries in state offices will 
be alee and replaced by members of the Communist Party of 
sustria. 


(4} The sections of the Communist Party of ustrie in the 
vlestern provinces of -ustiia “LL1 be adviseé to maintain 

strict discipline. Leaders of the communist Party of -ustria 
in the western provinces tho have no safe quarters, ““ill flee to 
the Soviet Zone of -ustria to evade arrest by the Allies. 


(5) Johann KASIACKA, Franz PESXOLLER, Josef PTSCHOPTUIG and 
Franz RARIC, main functionaryes in Carinthia, will try to 
reach Eungerian territory via Styria. The Hungarian authorities 
“411 be advised... cJunctionsries from Styria who cannot go to 
Lower .ustric, will also flee to ‘ungary. Vunetionaries from 
Upper Justria and Salzburg will go to the Joviet-controlled 
suehlviertel, those from “yrol and Vorarlberg will cross the 
border into <witzerleand, if necessary. Lil secret files will 
be destroyed, she individual orranizotions must, hovever, 
leave in their syheres of activity liaison groups of reliable 
and skilfully camouflaged “ystroscerxists “ho will continue 
illegal party activities.
